In response to the Determination of Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 154(b) set forth in the Issue Notification mailed in connection with the above-captioned patent 
application on December 10, 2008, and as set forth on the cover of U.S. Patent No. 7,470,720, 
issued December 30, 2008, Applicants hereby request reconsideration of the patent term 
adjustment. Applicants submit that the current patent term adjustment should be 493 days, not 
456 days as shown in the Patent Term Adjustment History on the PAIR system (Exhibit 1). 

Applicants note that the Office, in the Patent Term Adjustment History on PAIR (Exhibit 
1), attributes 37 days of delay to Applicants for filing a "Miscellaneous Incoming Letter" on 
November 24, 2008, and 2 days of delay for paying the issue fee more than three months after the 
mailing of the Notice of Allowance. Applicants do not dispute the 2 days of delay incurred by 
paying the issue fee on November 24, 2008 instead of by November 22, 2008. However, as set 



forth below, Applicants submit that the 37-day delay for filing a "Miscellaneous Incoming 

Letter" is improperly attributed to Applicants. 

The rules governing patent term adjustment due to examination delay are provided for in 

37 C.F.R. § 1.702, which states: 

[T]he term of an original patent shall be adjusted if issuance of the 
patent was delayed due to the failure of the Office to: 

* * * 

(4) Issue a patent not later than four months after the date on 
which the issue fee was paid under 35 U.S.C. 151 and all 
outstanding requirements were satisfied. 

37 C.F.R. § 1.703 states: 

(a) The period of adjustment under 1 .702(a) is the sum of the 
following periods: 

* * * 

(6) The number of days, if any, in the period beginning on the day 
after the date that is four months after the date the issue fee was 
paid and all outstanding requirements were satisfied and ending on 
the date a patent was issued. 

On November 24, 2008, Applicants paid the issue fee. There were no outstanding 
requirements. The patent timely issued on December 30, 2008. As such, no delay attributable to 
the Office occurred after the issue fee was paid. 

With regard to reductions in patent term adjustment, 37 C.F.R. § 1.704(c) states: 

Circumstances that constitute a failure of the applicant to engage in 
reasonable efforts to conclude processing or examination of an 
application also include the following circumstances. 

* * * 

( 1 0) Submission of an amendment under § 1 . 3 1 2 or other paper 
after a notice of allowance as been given or mailed, in which case 
the period of adjustment set forth in § 1.703 shall be reduced by the 
lesser of: 

(i) The number of days, if any, beginning on the date 
the amendment under § 1.312 or other paper was 
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filed and ending on the mailing date of the Office 
action or notice in response to the amendment under 
§ 1 .3 12 or such other paper; or 
(ii) Four months. 

A copy of the list of documents in the Image File Wrapper for this case on PAIR is 
enclosed as Exhibit 2. Four papers are listed as having a date of November 24, 2008 (boxed), 
and copies of these items are enclosed as Exhibit 3. No other papers were filed after the mailing 
of the Notice of Allowance. As is evident from Exhibit 3, the paper characterized as a 
"Miscellaneous Incoming Letter" is a document entitled "Reply to Notice of Allowance" in 
which Applicants authorize the Office to charge the issue fee to the deposit account of 
Applicants' representative and which acts as a transmittal letter for the fee transmittal form 
(PTOL-85). Applicants submit that all papers filed after the mailing of the Notice of Allowance 
were the issue fee payment and do not constitute a submission of a paper encompassed by 37 
C.F.R. § 1.704(c)(10). As such, Applicants submit that attributing 37 days of delay under 37 
C.F.R. § 1.704(c)(10) to Applicants is improper. 

In view of the above facts, the present patent is entitled to 493 days of patent term 
adjustment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.703. 

The present patent is subject to Terminal Disclaimers that disclaim any terminal part of 
the present patent subsequent to the expiration of U.S. Patent No. 6,214,865 or 6,653,341 . The 
Terminal Disclaimers do not disclaim any terminal part of the present patent prior to the 
expiration date of the full statutory term of U.S. Patent No. 6,214,865 or 6,653,341 in the event 
that either patent later: expires for failure to pay a maintenance fee, is held unenforceable, is 
found invalid, is statutorily disclaimed in whole or terminally disclaimed under 37 C.F.R. § 
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1 .321, has all claims canceled by a reexamination certificate, or is otherwise terminated prior to 
expiration of its statutory term, except for the separation of legal title. 



CONCLUSION 



Applicants submit that the current patent term adjustment should be 493 days and hereby 
request reconsideration of the patent term adjustment. 

Applicants authorize a charge of $200.00 to Deposit Account No. 03-2095 for the fee set 
forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.18(e). If there are any additional charges or any credits, please apply them 
to Deposit Account No. 03-2095.
